W a s h i n g t o n , March 2 6 .—Senator 
Stanford to-day submitted au address 
to the Senate Special Committee hav­ 
ing in charge the reports of the Pacific 
Railway Committee. He said he de­ 
sired to emphasize a single statement 
which would sufficiently answer all 
vituperation that has been cast upon 
the builders of the road. 
He wished 
the committee to be entirely divested 
of the prejudice which false stories 
about the construetio i of the Central 
Pacific left in the minds of all who 
had heard them. 
The statement 
which 
he 
wished 
the 
commit­ 
tee 
to understand thorough!'’ was 
that the Central 
Pacific Railway 
Company 
had 
fulfilled 
every 
obligation to the government and 
the 
people 
imposed upon it by 
the a-.-t of Congress creating it. lii 
not a single instance, said he, had it 
been derelict. Up to this hour it ha* 
been mindful of every du y it oaed, 
both to the public aud to the govern 
xnent. 
He thou detailed what the 
obligations were that the act of Con­ 
gress imposed upon the company. 
The first one was that the road 
should be built, aud that it should be 
completed by July 1 1876, bat by put­ 
ting forth an extraordinary effort, by 
hesitation at no expense, by giving 
the highest wage» paid in ttie whoie 
country, by workiug on the moun­ 
tains during the dead of. winter, 
through snow f-1ry feet deep, by ex- 
•liausting everv resource to push tie 
road across tlie Nevada desert, tus 
work was finished iu ’69, seven jears 
before ttie time so* by 
Congress 
That is how the Central Pacific ful­ 
filled the first obligation ituposed upon 
it by Congress, but ttie company 
doubled the cost of the road by this 
exertion, the fall burden of which it 
had to bear while ihe Government 
saved by the reduced cost of the 
transportation of mil.tfey stores aud 
mails up to *76. when the act of 
Congress compelled that the rotd 
should bo finbhed, more than the 
company received in gold for the sale 
of bonds received from the Govern­ 
ment. 
• 
The second obligation imposed by 
the act of Congreas was that the Cen­ 
tral Pacific should pay 5 i>er cent, of 
the net earnings to the United States 
from the completion of the road aud 
thereafter. This obligation has been 
performed fully and conscientiously 
from the day the last spike was drive ". 
The third obligation imposed by 
Congress was that the Government 
should have use of the road for postal, 
military and other purposes. Thu 
has been granted in the fullest-sense 
of the term. The company performed 
generously and immediately every re­ 
quirement of the Government. Every 
officer appointed to inquire whether 
each letter of the law had been ob­ 
served has reported that the company 
is defaultant in nothing. 
The fourth obligation imposed by 
Congress was contained in the Thur­ 
man act, and when the original con­ 
tract was changed by the passage of 
the act which the Central Pacific 1)6- 
lieved violated every principle of the 
laws of contracts, it being advised that 
alteration of original contract by legis­ 
lative department was beyond its au­ 
thority, and that the act was invalid, 
submitted the matters to the courts, 
anti when the courts sustained the 
validity of the act the Central Pacific 
complied with it aud is still comply­ 
ing with it, although to the great 
detriment of the corporation and the 
government. 
In rep y to the quosUon ask’ed by 
the Chairman as to the effect of the 
Thurman act, Senator Stanford said: 
“ Ifdisappointed its promoters. The 
method of investigating the iund was 
a lailure, even if business had not 
fallen off by reason of competing lines, 
this defect in the bill would have ren­ 
dered it worse than useless. Toe 
fund has not accumulated. The Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury has iu vested 
mo ey in government bonds, paying 
an average premium therefor of 34 per 
cent. There has been paid m by the 
Central Pacific Railway Company un­ 
der this act, $3,186,(¡00, the loss on 
which, up to 
August, 1887, was 
$1,612,966, in fact, all the 
inter­ 
est in the fund has 
been lost, 
and 
for 
all 
practical 
purposes, 
there is lesB money in that sinking 
fund than the amount paid in by t '• 
company by over $500,000. This i » 
the history of the company in ic» 
dealings with the Governmeut. In 
performing every detail of its obliga­ 
tion it has been scrupulously faithful. ” 
Senator Stanford said he would not 
speak of how the Government had 
acted toward the company, although 
it had dealt rigorously with it, har- 
rassed it m numberless ways and 
forced a new contract upon it against 
its will, and to its great detriment. 
He next directed the attention of 
the committee to the rumors that the 
builders of the Central Pacific had 
made vast suras of money at the ex­ 
pense of the Government and the 
people. Every man who examined 
the financial history of the gre»t en­ 
terprise without prejudice would treat 
these stories with disdain. The Gov­ 
ernment gave the company, in bonds, 
$27,865,680 which were sold on an 
average of 72 cents on the dollar, and 
which brought the Company only 
$20,448,466. The Company also re­ 
ceived for the sale of its own first 
mortgage bouds 
about the same 
amount, making the total received 
from both classes of bonds about $41,­ 
000,000. Every cent of that amount 
was spent in the construction of the 
road. 
Senator Stanford said that all the 
values that the. company has had and 
whatever of wealth it has gaUiered, it 
has come from its own creation. Every 
dollar of the government bonds and 
every dollar of the first mortgages 
went into the construction of the 
road. The building of the road devel­ 
oped the country and created great 
values. It was by creating values, 
where no value existed before, that 
the builders of the road gathered their 
fortunes. 
Stanford said that the 


agreement between the Central Pacific 
Railway Company and the govern­ 
ment constituted a contract, each 
party to the contract covenanted to 
perform certain things, and all those 
things 
which 
the 
government 
agreeed 
to 
give 
the 
company 
were to become the property ot 
the company aud absolutely subject 
to its disposition. If the conia>y 
built and maintained the road, held it 
subject to certain Government uses, 
paid to the Government 5 per cent, of 
the net proceeds, and allowed the 
Government to retain one-half of the 
value of charges for Government 
transportation, ft fully performed its 
contract. If the company had given 
to charity all it received from the 
Government, or had sunk it io the 
ocean, all that would have beeu the 
right of the company, so far as its 
relations with the Government were 
concerned. All the Government had 
a legal or’moral right to claim was 
that the company should perform the 
obligations oi the contraer, which it 
has done. 
From the day of its 
organization down to the 
present 
time the Central Pacific has per­ 
formed every obligation, public and 
private, which it ever undertook to 
perform. The debt to the Government 
wi 1 not be due for ten years. 
In conclusion, Senator Stanford said 
he desired the committee in framing 
new legislation applicable to the com­ 
pany to bear in mind, first{ That the 
company had performed all its obliga­ 
tions ; second, That it had saved enor­ 
mous sums of money for the govern­ 
ment ; third, That it never made a 
cent at the expense of the government 
or people; fourtn, That the cost of 
the road was doubled by the tremen­ 
dous expedition of its construction, 
from which the government received 
great benefit; fifth, That the debt 
owed to the government will not be 
due for ten years; and sixth, The re­ 
lation of the United States to the Cen­ 
tral Pacific is that of a contract which 
government has no justification to 
violate.

Elizabeth Cady M antón Delivers 
the Address of Welcome. 


W a s h in g t o n , March 2 6 .—The In­ 
ternational Council of Women form­ 
ally 
opened to-day 
in Albaugh’s 
Grand Opera House. Susan B. An­ 
thony called the Council to order. 
Upon the stage were seated a.hun­ 
dred or more delegates from the 
N-itional Woman’s Rights Association 
in tli's aud other countries. Elizabeth 
Cady Stanton delivered Die address of 
welcome, and after reviewing at some 
length the history of the suffrage 
movement, said: “ in calling this 
Council we anticipated many de- 
airablo results. 
Aside from pleas­ 
ure 
from 
mutual 
acquaintance, 
in meeting face to face so many of 
our country women a9 well as those 
from 
foreign lands, w’o hoped t » 
see 
thorough national 
and inter­ 
national organization in all those re­ 
forms in which we are mutually in­ 
terested. 
Above all things that wo­ 
men need to-day in their reform work 
is thorough organization, aud to this 
end we must cultivate the esprit de 
corps of the sex, a generous trust iu 
each other. The solitude of every hu­ 
man soul is alike iu our moments cf 
exaltation and humiliation, in our 
highest joys and deepest sorrows into 
which no other one can even fully 
enter, proves our birthright to su- 
pre • e 6elf-sovereiguty, as in all great 
emergencies of life we must stand 
alone, and for final judgement rely 
upon 
ourselves. 
We 
cannot 
overestimate 
the 
necessity 
for 
that 
liberty 
bv 
which 
we 
attain our highest development, and 
that knowledge that fits us for self­ 
reliance and self protection.” 
At tho conclusion of Mrs. Stanton’s 
address, Miss Anthony introduced to 
the audience in ttie order named, 
delegates from Norway, 
Finland, 
France, India, Ireland, England and 
Canada. 
Each was greeted 
with 
hearty applause, to which brief re­ 
sponses were made. 
Mrs. Parker, of Chicago, read a 
paper on “The Kindergarten in its 
Development of Faculty,” by Sarah 
B. Cooper, of California.

NEW SOUTHERN PACIFIC BATES 


More Moisture Needed In the North­ 
ern C itrus Belt—The S tarr 
K ing Fnnd, Etc.

T r u c k e r , March 2 6 .—This morning 
at 3 :30 freight train No. 5 had two 
cars thrown from the track a half-mile 
east of Union Mills side track caused 
by the breaking of the journal. Train 
o. 1 passed the wreck safely on 
the side track, bu; 
No. 
2 
bad 
two heavy engines from the Salt 
Lake division. The second engine 
jumped the track at tho 
switch, 
plowed through the main 
track, 
breaking the steel rails; the mail and 
express cars followed, and a piece of 
steel rail, niuo feet long, was driven 
up through tho express car. 
The 
Truckee wrecking train was at the 
No. 5 wreck when the second accident 
occurred, and was wedged in on the 
side-track between the two wrecks. 
Ihe Wadsworth wrecking train was 
telegraphed for, and is now clearing 
the wreck. The mail was tranoferreu 
and the mail car and engine were 
abandoned. The express car is drawn 
back, the side-track is repaired, and 
No. 2 passed here at 5 p . m . 
The en­ 
gine is considerably damaged. The 
passengers were badly frightened, but 
no one was hurt.

«-Uco—No Smallpox W anted. 


W a s h in g t o n , March 26.-—Secretary 
of State Bayard has received a dis­ 
patch from the United States Min­ 
ister at Honolulu, saying that vessels 
arriving at Hawaiian ports fro n Sau 
Hrancisco 
are 
-to 
be 
placed 
in quarantine owing to the spread 
of 
smallpox 
in 
that 
city. 
The regulations of the Board of 
Health, dated Honolulu, January 28, 
1888, prescribe a quarantine of eight 
eeu days, and say that no passengeis 
for ports other than Honolulu shall be 
allowed to land. 
The vessel may. 
u|>on the written consent of the port 
physician, be allowed to come to an 
enclosed wharf for the discharge of its 
cargo, but no person shall be admit 
ted to the wharf except by written 
permit of the Board ot Health. 


MORE COnPETHTON.

THE BRITISH EXCHEQIE if. 


Report of Chancellor Lowe lieu iu 
the Common*. 


L o n d o n , March 26.—Goschen, Chan­ 
cellor of the Exchequer, introduced a 
budget in the Commons to-night. He 
spoke for four hours, explaining the 
details and proposals. In summing 
up be said the excess of the revenue 
over-estimated, added to the saving in 
expenditures, gave a total realized 
surplus of £1,165,000, the greatest 
since 1874.

The interests 
of the New England fishermen cuts no 
figure in the affair with those people, 
nor does that other paramount inter­ 
est of maintaining peace between our 
country and Great Britain.

these would be easily sacrificed by 
men of the Sherman or Ingalls stripe, 
who would prefer to be President he­ 
lare the highest good of their country. 
In discussing the question the al­ 
leged fact is brought up that the En­ 
glish and Canadian press is in favor 
of the new treaty, and it is argued 
that, therefore, the people of those 
countries see some decided advantage 
in its terms. Now, as a matter of fact, 
the press of England and that of her 
colony are divided on this question, 
and in this division it is significant 
that the presses which represent the 
Gdvomment in both countries defend
